American College in Egypt 
Attacked in Course of Na- 
tionalist Riot. 


London, March 8 (A.P.).—British of- 
ficialdom, with characteristic English 
calm, tonight viewed the “Holy war” in 
Arabia with less concern.

American School Attacked. 


Cairo,: Egypt, "March 8 (A.P.).—-Dur- 
ing a series of student disturbances 
yesterday, an attack was made by stu- 
dents of the Sheikh School at Assiut 
on the American College, causing minor 
casualties among the defenders, iInclud- 
ing Dr. Russell, the principal. 

The Sheikh School students, who are 
on strike, endeavored to make the 
students of the American College come 
out also. The latter. refused, where- 
upon the strikers smashed the gates, 
tore up trees and broke windows with 
stones. 

Dr. Russell with staff defended the 
building valiantly and the efforts to 
drive out the students under his care 
failed. 

The American Charge d’Affaires, it 
is understood, is making representa- 
tions to the Egyptian government in 
protest against demecnstrations before 
the American College. 

Student disturbances growing out of 
the Anglo-Egyptian question also took 
place in Cairo this morning. A body of 
1,500 striking students marched to the 
Wafd or Nationalist headquarters and 
stoned police, the latter scattering 
the demonstrators after a charge. In 
the melee eight policemen and 27 stu- 
dents were injured and were. carried 
into the Wafd headquarters where they 
were given medical attention. The 
brush with the police produced more 
or less rioting in other streets and 
many of the rioters were clubbed. 

As part of the same Nationalist 
demonstration, schoolboys at Tanta, 55 
miles northwest of Cairo, burned three 
automobiles including one belonging to 
the Egyptian commandant who was se- 
verely manhandied.

FRENGH DELEGATES QUIT 
LATIN PRESS CONFERENCE 


Effort to Censure U. S. for 
Nicaraguan Intervention 
Stirs First Clash. 


CUBA CRITICIZES VISITORS 


Havana, March 8 (A.P.).—Two riotous 


outbreaks nearly disrupted the seventh 
Latin Press Congress here today. French 
delegates were involved in both pro- 


ceedings and finally all except three 
of the representatives from that country 
left the hall. 

The determined = effort 
Campos, representing the Nacionalista 
of Ponce, Porto Rico, to force the con- 
gress to go on record as opposed to the 
intervention of the United States in 
Latin-America, took up much time 
and caused great dissension. Charles 
Pettit, of Le Petit Parisien, who had 
been asked to sign this motion, asked 
the chair to forbid such propaganda 
since the congress was a professional 
and not a political assembly. 

Fifteen minutes of bedlam followed. 
Finally, Lugo Vina, the chairman, 
managed to make himself heard, He 
ruled that delegates are at liberty to 
present any motions they choose, but 
only when they are regularly granted 
the floor. He refused to consider M. 
Pettit’s point since no motion had been 
presented. 

A bit later Georges Bourdon, of 
Figaro, complained that the congress 
was wasting its time in useless dis- 
cussion. Oswaldo Valdez, De la Paz, 
rejoined that the Cuban delegates were 
not disposed to act as marionettes and 
approve motions pr@sented only by a 
group of would-be directors. He added 
that since several French delegates 
seemed more. interested in gathering 
material for articles on the beauties of 
Cuba, it might be best to dissolve the 
congress and take the visitors on sight- 
seeing tours.

HIS ERRAND IS MYSTERY 


Gridell Matthews, British scientist 
and inventor, arrived in Washington 
yesterday via airplane from Curtiss 
Feld, N Y. He landed at Bolling Field 
at 5:30 o’clock and was taken to the 
Carlton Hotel from there in an auto- 
mobile. His baggage, a lone suitcase, 
was covered with foreign air-line stick- 
ers. 

Matthews is the inventor of the in- 
visible death ray which he claims will 
stop the magneto of an airplane or 
automobile at a great distance. The 
apparatus was tested by the British war 
office and passed all tests until the,jn- 
ventor became angry when it was 
planned to incase the airplane magneto 
of the test plane in a 3-inch sheath of 
lead. 

The British inventor also is the orig!- 
nator of the apparatus with which ad- 
vertisements are projected on the sky 
at night, using the sky @s a screen 
Before the war he was the owner of 
the only two radiotelephone stations in 
London At that time, the idea of 
broadcasting across the ocean was 
thought an idle dream. 

His present dream is the development 
of power at the mouth of the mine pit, 
diffusing .the power into the air in 
the form of radio power waves to be 
gathered in by specially built apparatus 
and reconverted into power. 

Matthews is at present a resident of 
New York City. He is building a labora- 
tory fer his inventive work on the roof 
of the Ansonia Hotel there. He has 
an antipathy for train travel and uses 
an airplane for his travels wherever 
possible. He has traveled extensively 
on European air lines. He declined 
yesterday to disclose the reason for his 
visit to Washington, but it is believed 
that he is here to discuss his inventions 
with Goverment officials.

“What, 
indeed, are the whole 7,000,000 of our 
people in Illinois to that little 50 when 
presidential nominating conventions are 
approaching and every second Demo- 
cratic desk In the Senate chamber 1s 
ornamented with a lightning rod, as 
well as severa: Republican desks?”

Offered by Bankhead. 


The four-year term proposal was 
offered by Representative Bankhead, an 
Alabama Democrat, who contended 
that inasmuch as the amendment 
would change the convening date of 
Congress from the first Monday in De- 
cember to January 4, that a lengthen- 


ing of the term of the House member 
could be considered also. 

Presiding over the House at the time, 
Representative Lehlbach, a New Jersey 
Republican, took a different view and 
/rejected the proposal as not in order 
| Bankhead then was voted down on an 
effort to reverse the decision of the 
| chair. 

Today one of the first proposals to 
be acted upon is that presented by 
Representative Chindblom (Republi- 
can), IDllinois, designed to eliminate 
from the amendment all reference to 
change in congressional and presi- 
dential inaugural meeting dates.

Members of the House of Representa- 
tives have read the history of the United 


- States to little purpose if they now vote 
for a constitutional amendment which 
- would allow but 20 days between the as-

The desire to advance the meeting of 
Congress to a point nearer election day 
may be widespread among the American 
people, although there is no evidence that 
the country is at all excited about the 
proposition: But great care should be 
taken, in amending the Constitution, to 
avoid making blunders that would create 


dangers that do not now exist. 


The most serious and dangerous mis- 
take that can be made is to imperil the

The constitutional convention

DEMOCRATS IN CLOVER. 


It must have been a considerable surprise 
to the Democratic party as a whole to discover 
yesterday morning that in addition. to the 
elimination of its deficit it has a balance of 
$250,000 on which to start the coming presi- 
dential campaign. Democratic finances for 
the last several years have been largely non- 
existent. The present announcement reveals 
the fact that permanent headquarters of the 
party have been maintained on borrowed 
money ever since 1924. 

The miracle man of the occasion is Jesse H, 
Jones, of Houston. The finance chairman of 
the Democratic national committee has accom- 
plished in three months more than even his 
most optimistic friends thought possible. 
Eliminating his own contribution of $50,000, 
Mr, Jones bas raised more than $450,000 in a 
remarkably short time, and much in advance 
of the heat of the campaign. More than that, 
his report speaks confidently of further con- 
tributions which should raise the impressive 
total considerably, 

Democratic leaders have long complained 
that they have been unable to get the funds 
necessary for a national campaign. They ap- 
pear now to have found the remedy. ‘The 
selection of Houston as the meeting place of 
the Democratic national convention was con- 
sidered a good stroke of politics. The discovery 
of Mr. Jones appears to have been even more 
fortunate.

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AFFIDAVITS BY RADIO. 


The county court at Harrisburg, Pa., today 
will be called upon to decide whether or not a 
signature transmitted by radio across the 
Atlantic in facsimile is valid in the eyes of the 
law. The case arises through the inability of 
Ralph Beaver Strassburger, Norristown news- 
paper publisher, now in England, properly to 
file an affidavit required to validate his candi- 
dacy for delegate-at-large to the Republican 
national convention. The oath, therefore, was 
taken in London by the American vice consul 
and transmitted to New York as a radio fac- 
simile. 

The decision of the court will be of more 
than casual importance. It is certain that if 
such facsimile signatures are held to be legal, 
the process will be utilized in this connection 
frequently in the future. 

The facsimile signature under no circum- 
stances can be defined as an original signature, 
Yet, to all intents and purposes, it is original. 
It could not have been made by an unau- 
thorized person. If the facsimile is a forgery, 
then the original must also be false. A some- 
what similar condition arises in the use of 
multiple signature machines by which execu- 
tives and banks today frequently sign checks. 
With such a machine one stroke of the pen fs 
repeated, through an ingenious system of 
couplings and links, by a8 Many as a dozen 
other pens, and a signature written oncg is 
duplicated on as many checks as there are 
pens in the machine. Only one signature is 
eriginal in the sense that it was made by a 
pen under finger pressure. Yet there is no 
question that all the others are valid. 

The system of facsimile radio transmission 
constitutes only an extended multiple signa- 
ture machine. In one case the connection be- 
tween pens is mechanical. In the other the 
connection between the original document and 
the facsimile is a tiny electrical impulse, Ap- 
parently there is no reason why the county 
court at Harrisburg should not declare that 
the facsimile affidavit fulfills all legal require- 
ments, thus making it possible for Mr. Strass- 
burger, without whom no Republican con- 
vention would be complete, to journey to 
Kansas City next June in an official capacity.

DIAMOND SMUGGLING. 


Government officials believe that the con- 
viction this week of Julius Adler, proprietor of 
a New York haberdashery, accused of con- 
spiring to smuggle diamonds into the United 
States, will serve to break up a diamond smug- 
gling ring of huge proportions. Four others 
were arrested with Adler last fall, all of whom 
pleaded guilty. One, believed to be the leader 
of the gang, committed suicide after he had 
obtained his freedom on bail. Although Adler 
claimed that he was the victim of a “frame- 
up,” he was convicted on four counts and will 
be sentenced early next week. ‘ 

If an organized smuggling band has been 
broken up as a result of these arrests a good 
piece of work has been done. Yet, if one is 
to believe testimony offered before a House 
committee early in January, one gang more 
or less will make little difference in the dia- 
mond smuggling industry. 

The committee was considering a measure 
sponsored by the American jewelry industry 
designed to strike at organized smuggling of 
precious gems. The industry, it was developed 
at the hearing, does an annual combined 
business exceeding in value $1,000,000,000. 
During the first nine months of 1927 the 
legitimate importation of diamonds fell off, 
as compared with the corresponding period of 
1926, from a value of $51,000,000 to a Value 
of $39,000,000, or 23.7 per cent, despite the 
fact that the period was one of great general 
prosperity. Diamonds came into the country, 
according to representatives of the industry, in 
usual volume, the falling off being explicable 
only through the activities of smugglers. 

The American Consul General at Antwerp, 
George W. Messersmith, informed the com- 
mittee that when he first went to Belgium, 
nine years ago, diamond smuggling was of an 
occasional and irregular character. In 1920 
and 1921, however, it became apparent that 
smuggling was increasing, and now it is prob- 
able that fully one-half of the diamonds that 
find their way to the American markets are 
slipped past the customs houses. Diamond 
smugglers, he said, work more or less openly 
in-Antwerp and Amsterdam, carrying on their 
activities through hired carriers. A purchaser 
can take his diamonds to one of these smug- 
glers, who guarantees delivery in New York 
for a definite charge. 

Government officials told the committee that 
one remedy lay in increasing the size of the 
customs force charged with detecting smug- 
gling, in addition to which the appropriation 
for prompt payment of rewards to informers 
should be continued. The jewelry industry, 


| however, insisted that the only relief lay in 
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passing an amendment to the tariff 
1922, which it has prepared, permitting the 
President to reduce the duty on cut diamonds, 
and to place rough diamonds on ‘the free list, 
if advised by the Tariff Commission that this 
is the only remedy for smuggling. Present 


Tee aes | 
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duties are 20 per cent on cut stones and 10 | 


per cent rough stones, leaving a margin, 
since organized smugglers carry for 6 to 8 
per cent, of 12 per cent in favor of the smug- 
gler. If the duties on cut stones were reduced 
to 10 per cent smuggling would stop, in the 
Opinion of the jewelers, because it would not 
pay. 

The legitimate diamond business is facing 
ruin as a result of the activity of smugglers, 
and the number of diamond cutters working 
in the United States is diminishing. Action 
of some sort should be taken by the present 
Congress to discourage and stop the illegal 
importation of diamonds into the United States, 
Arrest and conviction of smugglers under the 
present law is to be encouraged, but it is ob- 
vious that the real remedy lies in other 
quarters. 


GENERAL MOTORS. 
General Motors’ report of its activities dur- 
ing 1927 is noteworthy in several connections. 
The corporation sold during the year more 


dhan 1,500,000 cars.” Its receipts from sales 


amounted to well over $1,250,000,000. Its 
earnings amounted to $235,000,000, or $12.99 
a share on the common stock. Its surplus 
account at the end of the year amounted to 
$187,000,000 and it had cash in bank, Gov- 
ernment and other marketable securities on 
January 31 of a total value of $208,000,000. 

General Motors stands well in the lead of 
all similar companies the world over, both 
in point of unit and dollar sales. It approached 
during 1927 the record made by Henry Ford 
several years ago, when he produced 561 per 
cent of all the cars manufactured in the coun- 
try. Of each 100 cars turned out last vear 
by an American manufacturer, 44 were Gen- 
eral Motors products. 

In 1924 the corporation manufactured ap- 
proximately one car in every six produced in 
the United States. The following year the 
ratio became one in every five. In 1926 the 
proportion became one in every four, and last 
year it amounted to a little less than one out 
of every two. The 1927 record assumes in- 
creased importance in view of the fact that 
total production of cars and trucks in the 
United States decreased more than 20 per cent 
during the year, largely due to curtailed Ford 
production, 

Indications point to an even better motor 
car year during 1928. The new models have 
found public favor. Discussion of motor cars 
inevitably leads to the expression that they 
represent “better value now than ever before.” 
Barring only bad times, the public is ready to 
buy more automobiles this year than ever in 
the past, and motor car manufacturers are 
increasing production schedules to take care 
of prospective demand. The independent 
manufacturers, of course, are putting up a 
stiff fight to retain and expand their markets, 
and it is-probable that many of them will be 
able to show progress during the year. Gen- 
eral Motors constitutes a threat, however, and 
if it can better last year’s record it seems that 
some of the independents must suffer. 


RAILROAD CROSSINGS. 


Despite public education and other remedial 
efforts, grade crossing accidents still consti- 
tute a major traffic factor. The separation of 
railroad rights and highways has 
progressed slowly due to the expense involved, 
Accidents and fatalities where two such traffic 
arteries meet showed a slight decrease for 
the first eleven months of 1927, but are still 
far too high. Obviously, the rallroads are as 
much interested as the general public in re- 
ducing such disasters. 

It is difficult, however, to subscribe to the 
findings of a report on the subject submitted 
at a joint session of the American Railway 
Engineering Association and the engineering 
division of the American Railway Association. 
This document, after emphasizing the neces- 
sity for remedial action, rejects grade separa- 
tion as a solution, because the “cost is so 
great as to discourage both the railways and 
the public authorities in such undertakings.” 

As a counter suggestion the railroads would 
“prohibit new grade crossings’ or restrict 
them to ‘unavoidable’ situations.” They 
would also vacate or close existing grade 
crossings ‘“‘not manifestly necessary for, the 
welfare and convenience of the community” 
or divert and relocate highways to ‘avoid 
grade crossings.” 

As the proposal stands it appears to be a 
solution only from the railroad point of view. 
The elimination of grade crossings and the 
diversion and relocation of highways would 
certainly tend to cut down the number of 
accidents, but unless the railroads are willing 
to share the inconvenience and expense which 
the plan appears to put on the public it is not 
likely to meet with general favor and ac- 
ceptance.,

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: It is 
interesting to note the splendid efforts 
directed toward beautifying Washing- 
ton, while making possible a more eco- 
nomical and efficient administration 
of Governmental affairs, by the erection 
of new buildings more centrally located. 

It is, however, invariably mentioned 
by the visitors to Washington, who are, 
of course, impressed by the buildings of 
architecture, works of art and science, 
parks, places of amusement, libraries, 
Capitol, &c., that many of the homes or 
commercial enterprises lose their effect, 
by the retention of older buildings that 
appear at frequent intervals along the 
streets in sections of Washington, where 
people in moderate circumstances re- 
side. 

It would, of course, be extremely un- 
fair to eliminate these older buildings 
without making some provision for the 
present occupants, preferably by the 
erection of apartments on a scale simi- 
lar to that proposed in sections of New 
York, where the rents are nominal and 
of no material increase over that” paid 
by tenants of the older buildings re- 
ferred to at Washington. 

It would be possible to care for the 
increased population of our Capital City 


-by the above method of utilizing space 


and, in many instances where the 
adaptability of homes is questionable, 
the land could be acquired for the pur- 
pose of providing parks, which will add 
to the beauty of the Nation’s home. 
There is, however, one feature of a 
visit to Washington that is universally 
agreed upon and that is the hospitality 
of its people, ever courteous and consid- 
erate, with due regard for the opinions 
and habits of others. It may be referred 
to as true Southern hospitality.

DEER IN VERMONT. 


The Green Mountain area of Ver- 
mont contains more deer to the square 
mile than almost any other place in 
the world, declares John B. Burnham, 
president of the American Game Pro- 
tective Association, in Field and 
Stream, And there are more deer, he 
says, in the Adirondack region today 
than ever before—even when it was a 
wilderness. 

Over the entire country, according 
to President Burnham, game has de- 
creased from colonial times. However, 
he finds that there is more game today 
in some of the older States than there 
was 50 or 70 years ago. In Pennsyl- 
vania, that formerly shotout indus- 
trial State, he says, game has increased 
to such an extent that it is worth at 
market value more than all of the 
State’s domesticated stock, including 
sheep, cattle, hogs, horses and poultry. 

In the old State of Vermont, deer 
were exterminated shortly after the 
Civil Wer. Some Rutland County 
sportsmen secured seventeen deer for 
restocking the State. This restocking 
was so well administered that there are, 
probably, more deer*to the square mile 
in the Green Mountain area than in 
almost any other place in the world.

Other complications in considering 
the question of sult Jumps’ are the 
great difference between Major and 
Minor suits; and the fact that the 
partner (at a love score) may start 
by bidding one, two or three, thereby 
showing three different standards of 
holding, all of which must be differ- 
entiated by the jumper in determining 
what to do. Furthermore, when the 
partner starts by bidding one, there is 
a question of whether the jump should 
be to two or to more. 

In order to cover this complicated 
question as fully as possible, the vari- 
ous possibilities will be discussed in 
order. We will start by considering 
what strength the partner of a Major- 
suit bidder of one needs to jump that 
bid to two, three or four, as the case 
may be. 

In this discussion only cases in which 
the score of the Jumper is love (zero) 
will be considered. If the jumper had 
a score he would not, in any case, Jump 
to more than game unless desiring to 
bid for a slam. Slam situations will ve 
considered under the heading of Slam 
Bidding.

the Police Department show that 1,028 
bootleggers were arrested in four 
months—May, June, July and August. 
Of course, some of them were arrested 
more than once. There is no question 
about it, a great deal of liquor is be- 
ing sold here.” 


Gibson said he knew of cases in which 
bootleggers had been arrested 20 or 30 
times and were still doing business “at 
the same old stand.” 


Douthitt said he had seen Maj, Hesse 
Ou an average of once a day since he 
nas been working as an unofficial pro- 
hibition agent for the law and order 
association. Gibson asked him what 
was his opinion as to Maj. Hesse’s “de- 
sire” to enforce the Volstead act. 

“The major ts a little radical on it, 
1 would say.” Douthitt replied. “He 
goes further than the average person 
would go in this respect. I have con- 
tended from the first that we should 
follow the law in enforcing the Vol- 
stead act.” 

Representative Hammer (Democrat), 
ot North Carolina, asked him if any 
officers were opposed to following the 
law. 

“You can not enforce the Volstead act 
and follow the law,” said  Douthitt. 
“Maj. Hesse has taken the stand that tf 
a bootlegger is arrested enough times 
and puts up bond and pays attorney 
fees, he will eventually go out of busi- 
ness. That is true; I agree with him 
there. But you don’t always make A 
case when you go into court.” 

Hammer suggested that Hesse’s strat- 
egy was to “annoy” the lMquor law vio- 
lators, and Douthitt agreed that it was. 

Hammer told Douthitt that two wit- 
nesses had testified about Maj. Hesse, 
one who said he had seen him Iintoxi- 
cated and another who said he had 
smelled liquor on his breath. 

“IT want to ask you if he is a man 
who is intoxicated every’ day?” Hammer 


inquired of Douthitt. 

“I never saw him intoxicated,” said 
Douthitt, “and I never smelled liquor 
on his breath.” 

“It has been stated before this com- 
mittee,”” continued Hammer, “that he 
has been drunk every day since he has 
been in office—not by any witnesses, 
‘but that assertion has been made.”

Teeth in Proposed Law. 


Under its terms, the responsibility of 
enforcing the law would be placed in 
the District Commissioners, while the 
corporation counsel, instead of the dis- 
trict attorney, would prosecute liquor 
cases in the courts 

Search warrants, which now are is- 
sued by the United States commissioner, 
could be issued by the superintendent 
of police and the corporation counsel. 

Under the proposed law any person 
found in a room where there was liquor, 
regardless of whether they knew any- 
thing about the liquor, could be ar- 
rested if officers invaded the place with 
a search warrant. 

It also proposes that officers found 
guilty of negligence in connection with 
the liquor law could be fined $300 and 
thrown off the force. 

Douthitt was not sure whether all the 
provisions were constitutional or not.

JUDGE LINDSEY WINS 
DEBATE ON MARRIAGE

infamous Comstock law,” he said. “If 
they had the spirit they would legalize 
birth control, instead of proposing bills 
that are nonsensical and about which 
they know nothing.” 

Judge Lindsey argued that the com- 
panionate marriage he proposes would 
not reduce the number of children 
born into the world, but would increase. 
them, distributing them more unl- 


versally in families of two and three 
rather than families of ten and twelve. 


Favors Sex Education. 


Holding that with the exception of 
Russian, this country is the “easiest one 
for divorces” of any other in the 
world, he proposed that they be taken 
out of the city courts and left to a 
board of “experts” composed of 
psychvuanalysts, physicians, alienists 
and gnuthorities on social hygiene. 

“This board,” he said, “could con- 
vince most couples to change their 
minds rather than change their part- 
ners.” 

The Denver judgs further proposes 
that the State undertake to educate 
youth in matters of sex, to prepare 
them for the duties of marriage and 
parentage. He declared he would have 
alimony fixed to conform with the in- 
come of the husbaad, rather than the 
arbitrsry demands of the wife. 


Assailed by Dr. Simon, 


In his opening argument, Rabbi 
Simon assailed companionate marriage 
because of its provision for birth con- 
trol and divorce by mutual consent. 
Hailing it as “the hoisted flag of the 
new sex freedom,” he declared that 
Judge Lindsey “has a hetred for the 
word sin and a fascination for the 
word eex.” 

The dividing line between compan- 
jonate marriage and trial marriage is 
“like vhe equator—imaginary,.” he con- 
tended. Legalization of birth control 
he declared only an “incidental” con- 
sideration, but he expressed himself 
as vigorously opposed to “consent di- 
vorces.”’ ; 

“While you are waiting for ‘consent 
divorce’ and birth centrol to be legal- 
ized, what are you going to do with 
youth?” he asked the Denver jurist. 

“Why not call a conference of 1,000 
of the socially minded men and women 
of the land, who will analyze the data 
which you and they have culled from 
experience,” he proposed, “who will 
evaluate the tendency, the revolt, the 
new attitudes towsarc sex, who will 
formulate a rational, wholesome, ethi- 
cal, rocial code touching sex.” 

He told Lindsey “the companionate 
couple is accepting your plan only be- 
cause they beileve it is easy to agree 
to separate.” 

Judge Lindsey in his rebuttal. de- 
clared Rabbi Simon’s argument “just 
another sermon on mother, home and 
heaven” He said that any clergy who 
oppose his companionate marriage plan 
are conniving for crime and im- 
mora!'ty.” 

Adinitting that “consent divorce” is 
against the law in all of the States he 
contended, nevertheless, that 90 per 
cent ot the divorces are by mutual con- 
sent, and that 80 per cent of the total! 
are acquired “by subterfuge, collu- 
sion, traud and perjury.”

Mike Lynch Picks Britisher

‘Veteran Washington Runner Says Newton's 
tride Is Best; Predicts Only 10 Will 
Finish; Should Have Trained Months.

NLY 10 of the. more than 200 

starters who embarked upon C. 

C. Pyle’s coast-to-coast race may 
finish and the man who has the best 
chance to win the $25,000 first prize 
is Arthur Newton, the 100-mile running 
champion of England. This declara- 
tion was made yesterday by “Mike” 
Lynch, Washington's greatest authoriry 
on long-distance running, who, as a 
member of the Aloysius Club, repre- 
sented Washington in numerous of the 
noted Boston A. A. marathons of a 
little over 26 miles. 

“It’s a pretty tedious grind,” re- 
marked Lynch, in a brogue typical of a 
son of Erin; “it will take some endur- 
ance and tons of it to continue the 
remaining 57 days of the contest with- 
out an accident.” The’ 45-mile run 
the other day certainly made a lot of 
the boys quit. It was over a stiff 
course. 

“There are Many runners in this 
race who never run over the usual 
cross-country distance of from 10 to 15 
miles and unless they have trained from 
six to eight months, I can not see it 
is possible for them to finish under the 
strain. 


“This is a race for men and not 
boys,” remarked the Celt in reply 
to a question as to the possible out- 
come of the race. “No one can tell 
what will happen in a race of this 
kind, sickness will overtake some 
of the contestants, tendons will be 
pulled, but the most dangerous 
of all to the runners is blistered 
feet, which will cause many to drop 
out. 


“The result will be in doubt right 
up to the final stages of the contest 
and those who are far behind in the 
early running may pick up the leaders 
cen: by one near the end. as it is purely 
a test of physical endurance. 

“I like Newton's caances because he 


is a slow beginner, but he has great 
style, slow moticn and is well seasoned 
over long distances. In making his 
stride he rarely lifts his feet more than 
3 inches off the ground and I look for 
him to be right there at the finish if 
any one is. 

“Sam Richman, the Milrose Club run- 
ner in the race, and his two brothers 
stopped by Washington on their way 
West in their Ford, and we had a 
great chat about the race. Richman 
and I have met many times and 1 know 
he has great endurance and plenty of 
grit to continue right to the end. 

“Ty. other runners I know well, 
Willie and Nelson Kolehmainen, the 
Finns, but I am a little surprised at 
Willie entering the event, as he has 
been out of competition for some years 
He was a professional in the old days 
and holds many records for distance 
events. The large purse has caused 
many athletes to bring the old shoes 
from the attic, where they have been 
stored away for sometime, a memory 
or bygone days. 


“Plenty of sleep and good food 
are the most essential things needed 
in long distance running and Pyle 
has seen to this, for the route he — 
has mapped out gives the men 
plenty of rest. The runners are only 
on their feet about 6 hours a day 
and the rest of the time they can 
devote to their physical condition. 
If ten men finish it will surprise 
me.”

PROGRESS IS INSPECTED 
AT ARLINGTON BRIDGE 


Development Design for Fort 
Drive, Drawn by Peaslee, 
Is Considered. 


Plans for development of the pro}- 
ected lower garden of Meridian Hill 
Park, Sixteenth and W streets north- 
west, prepared by Horace W. Peaslee, 
Washington architect, and submitted 
by Lieut. Col. U. S. Grant 3d, director 


of the Office of Public Buildings and 
Public Parks, were approved yesterday 
by the Commission of Fine Arts. 

They arrange for formal gardens 
through the southern section of the 
park between the projected memorial 
to President John Buchanan at the 
east end of the section, and an impos- 
ing entrance from Sixteenth street at 
the opposite end. 

Adoption of these leaves arrange- 
ments for a cascade between the lower 
and upper garden and terrace develop- 
ment near the Jeanne d’Arc statue and 
the southern edge of the upper garden, 
sole remaining major prodjects in prep- 
aration of the park, layout and minor 
plans being matters of detail. Decision 
was made following an inspection of 
park work and progress in construction 
of its south retaining wall. 


Memorial Bridge Visited. 


Arlington Memorial Bridge work was 
viewed, as well as a model of the proj- 
ected treatment of the bridge plaza 
west of the Lincoln Memorial, and a 
proposed underpass which has been ap- 
proved in principle. No decision as to 
details was arrived at. 

The memorial to-dead of the United 
States Coast Guard, now in course of 
construction near the south gate of 
Arlington National Cemetery, also was 
visited. 

A design by Peaslee for development 
of Fort Lincoln site, a station of the 
proposed Fort drive involving a boule- 
vard connecting the Civil War defenses 
of the city and the parking of their 
sites, was considered. It provides for 
m boulevard connection between Ana- 
costia Park and the Fort drive. 

Action was withheld on plans for the 
M street bridge as to its location with 
respect to the Rock Creek and Potomac 


Parkway, which is to be laid under the® 


bridge over Rock Creek at M street. 
The commission already has approved 
the bridge in principle, but its mem- 
bers announced they desired a bridge 
appropriate to the parkway, calling at- 
tention to the Q street, which they said 
set an example for smaller bridges 
crossing it. 


Kittyhawk .Shaft Indorsed. 


The commission was in conference 
with Representative Warren, of Penn- 
sylvania, with reference to physical de- 
tails of a projected memorial tower to 
be erected at Kittyhawk, N. C., to com- 
memorate the first flight in a motor- 
driven airplane by Orville Wright. The 
commission indorsed the project and a 
design will be submitted later. 

The commission also conferred with 
Frank Morrison, secretary of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, regarding the 
projected memorial to Samuel Gompers, 
former federation president, to be 
erected at Tenth street and Massachu- 
setts avenue. 


Washington-St. Louis 
Phone Line Is Ready 


A new direct toll service has been 
established between Washington and 
St. Louis, according to a statement yes- 
terday by Charles T. Clagett, general 
commercial superintendent of the 
Chesapeake & Potomac Telephone Co. 
The wire line distance between Wash- 
ington and St. Louis is 887 miles. 

Booster equipment has been installed 
at several points on the line which 
combines with the routing of the en- 
tire line through cable to make the 
service practically interrupted. In ad- 
dition to St. Louis calls, connections be- 
tween Washington and Oklahoma City 
and Kansas City also will be handled 
over this route. Previously, these calls 
have been switched through Chicago. 


Jay-Walking Rule 
Before City Heads 


Pedestrian traffic regulations de- 
signed by Traffic Director W. H. Harland 
to diminish “jay-walking,” will be taken 
up at a board meeting of the District 
Commissioners today. The proposed 
regulations have been carefully drafted 
with a view of overcoming objections 
sustained by the courts to former codes 
that attempted to dictate to pedestrian 
traffic.

A historic chandelter in the former 


Draper residence at Connecticut ave- 
nue and K street led to the purchase 
yesterday of the property by Joseph 
H. Himes, wealthy owner of the Trans-

000. He obtained the structure from 
John F. Maury, realtor, and R. Golden 
Donaldson, president of the Commer- 
cial National Bank. 

Mr. Maury stated Mr. Himes inter- 
viewed him about purchasing one of 
the historic cut glass chandeliers, but 
being loath to part with the relics, 
suggested he buy the building, then he 
would not only have a valuable plece 
of property, but would have the seven 
remaining chandeliers as _ well. Mr.

Containing 8,468 square feet with a 
frontage of 109 feet on Connecticut 
avenue, 43 feet on K street and a max!i- 
mum depth of 142. feet, the property 
adjoins Stoneleigh Court and the resi- 
dence of Charles C. Glover, chairman 
of the board of directors of the Riggs 
National Bank, on K street.

~reacher slain with a shotgun and one 
of her assailants trampled and beaten 
to death before a joint attack of police 
and sheriff’s deputies, armed with riot 
guns, could put an end to the 
disturbance. 

A negro identified as Maxwell Cook 
was said to have entered the church 
during services, accompanied by several 
companions. All opened fire on 
‘Princess” Laura Kofey, who was oc- 
cupying the pulpit. She fell. fatally 
wounded. The congregation swarmed 
on the intruders. All but Cook man- 
aged to escape. He, beaten and stoned, 
vas dead when officers arrived.
